PUBLIC MEETING. 

Accorling to notice given by the mayor a 
pablie cweting was held in the council 
chawtor last night to discuss and urge upon 
the government the appointment of a resid- 
ent judge. Mayor McCauley was elected 
chairman, L. Cowie, secretary. 

The mayor explained ina few words the 
purpose of the meeting. 


N. D. Beck said that the Edmonton bar 
had petitioned two years ago fora resident 
judge. The petition had been endorsed by 
the Calgary bar, and evidently the Calgary 
bar had continued to move in the matter. 
It appeared to him that the present arrange- 
ment was chiefly a scheme for the aggrand- 
ivement of Calgary. Ata meeting of the 
bar association, held in the afternoon, a re- 
solution had been prepared, bearing on the 
question. There was no doubt that judge 
Rouleau had sufficient work in Calgary to 
keep hin employed. 

i.C. Emery read the following resolution : 


Whereas representations have from 
time to time been made to the 
Dominion Government pointing out the 
great detriment and disadvantage which 
the people of the Edmonton district suffer 
through not having a judge of the supreme 
court of the Northwest Territories residing 
at Edmonton ; 

And whereas it has been reported that in 
consequence of such representations it is 

i to remove the judge residing at 
the town of McLeod to the city of Calgary 
asa remedy therefor ; 

And whereas in the opinion of this meet- 
ing such a caange would not in any | 
suthwently relieve the people of the Ed- 
monton district from the disadvantage they 
now laber under through want of a resident 
judge ; 

Aud whereas in the opinion of this meet- 
mg the town of Edmonton and the surround. 


yg dietrict has for two vears and upwards 


hoon entitled to « resident judge, and is 
now of each importance owing to the in- 
crease of population and consequent business 
resulting therefrom that it is necessary in 
the mterests of this town and district that 
a» jodge be appoimted to preside over a new 
and te judicial district having the 
town of Kdmonton for its seat ; 

Therefore be it resolved that a ja 
the supreme court of the Northwest Terri- 
tories ought to be appointed to reside at the 
town of Edmonton to preside over a new 
and separate yudicial district to be a 
of all that part of the present judicial dis- 
trict of Northern Alberta lying north of 
townships 34. 

S. 8S. Taylor said that the question had 
been discussed at a mecting of the bar of the 
Territories in Regina in December last, 
when comparisons were made of the —_ 
business in the several districts. From this 
comparison it appeared that Edmonton 
alone, not including the country from 
Wetaskiwin south, had very nearly as much 
legal business as Calgary, which wasat the 
head of the list, five times as much as the 
Southern Alberta or Saskatchewan judicial 
districts, each of which had a resident judge, 
and considerably more than either East or 
Weat Assiniboia, each of which had a re- 
sident judge. This comparison was of act- 
ual court business and did not include writs 
of execution, garnishee or replevin, probate 
ye or chambers applications. 

his large amount of legal business 
meant large population and required 
improved facilities. The amount of 
agency fees paid to members of the 
Calgary bar in respect of this legal 
business was very large, and would 
astonish the clients who paid them if shown 
in the aggregate. Besides the extra cost of 
ncy fees in Calgary was the disadvantage 
of having cases handled by agents instead 
of by the legal men orignally employed, who 
were most interested and best informed. Be- 
sides this a large amont of work was held 
over from court te court, to the loss of liti- 
gants. The circumstances demanded the 
appointment of a resident judge. 

E. C. Emery said that besides the work 
alluded to by Mr. Taylor there was fre- 
quently work in connection with the regis- 
try office which required the services of a 


resident } and was unreasonably delay- 
ed by having to be handled by the judge in 
Calgary. He also pointed out that certain 


provisions of the Northwest ordinance re- 
garding the collection of small debts were 
rendered practically useless here by there 
being no resident judge 

Jas. MacDonald said we had too much 
law and too little justice. It was an in- 
justice to have so much of our legal work 
done wm Calgary. He moved the adoption 
of the resolution. 

W. Johnstone Walker with the 
terms of the resolution. Edmonton had 
become too important to be slighted as in 
the past. He seconded the resolution.
